I AST DITCH STAND 
LONIK>N, June 26 -The swift Axis advance into 
Kfypt, coupled with a new German drive pointed at 
Russia's caucasus, is likely to make tile next week 
one of the most critical of the war for the Allies, 
military experts declared today. 
These quarters estimated 
that 
Field 
Marshal 
Erwin Rommel could throw approximately 
100,000 
men into an attempt to unash the British defense 
line beiore Matruh, on which the fate of Eifypt and 
the entire allied position in the Middle East may 
depend 
The gravity of the situation in F^vpt was empha­ 
sized by a lormer member of the war cabinet, who 
I declared in an interview: 
“L Egypt goes our control of the Middle East 
and our chances of aiding Russia through Persia go 
with it. A defeat in Efevpt would open the way for 
Axis control of Africa, 
Europe 
and Asia through 
possession of the eastern hemisphere’s main cross­ 
roads.” 
An informed source in Cairo was quoted in Lon­ 
don as saying that the British position at Matruh 
represented a ’’last ditch” stand. 
“There is practically nothing else between this 
position and Alexandria 
and 
Cairo,” he declared 
grimly. 
Military circles expected 
that 
Rommel 
would 
waste no time in attacking, for his hopes of success 
hinge on a quick blow before the Eighth army can 
be regrouped and re-equip ped.

REDS BIAME JAPS 
IN SHIP SINKING 


Scoff at Tokyo Insistence 
Thai U. S. Submarine 
Was Responsible 


(tty Amor.lutad Pr<iii) 
MOSCOW, June 26.—Soviet Rus­ 
sia pinned responsibility today for 
the sinking of the Soviet m erchant­ 
man Angarstoi on a Japanese sub­ 
marine, puncturing Tokyo's insist­ 
ence that the act was a provocation 
by the United States. 
Since the 4,761-ton merchantman 
was torpedoed May I only 32 miles 
off the Japanese coast, Japan has 
blamed a United States submarine, 
contending that the United States 
evidently hoped to fan the ancient 
enmity between Russia and Japan. 
"Tilis version does not coincide 
with the facts,’’ declared the Soviet 
radio. 
It said survivors reported two 
Japanese submarines surfaced im­ 
mediately after 
the 
vessel 
went 
down and stayed with its crewmen 
until another Soviet ship landed 
them at Dairen, In Japanese-leased 
territory in Manchuria. 
“It appears that the Angarstroi 
was sunk by a Japanese submarine." 
the Russian announcer said after 
relating the circumstances, includ­ 
ing the fact that the ship previous­ 
ly had been halted by japanese 
warships and escorted to a Japanese 
port for inspection. 
The Angarstroi was homeward- 
bound when she was torpedoed, 
following a course prescribed by 
the Japanese.
